canal would cheapen these freight 
import. 

C. W. Ryal 1 , as leader of the 
negative- stated, that economy 
and efficiency were essential for 
the transportation of our wheat 
and other products, and any 
scheme we have should have a 
sound basis. After reviewing the 
rates eastward, and westward 
from Calgary to Liverpol, he 
showed that the west route show¬ 
ed a saving of 14 cents per bushel 
He instanced the premium paid 
for Alberta wheat by British buy¬ 
ers at Vancouver. The use of the 
western route would divert much 
money now paid the Americans 
for transportation to Canadian 
Air Ryall gave details of the pre¬ 
sent wheat handling capacity of 
the port of Vancouver, and show¬ 
ing how these facihties were be¬ 
ing developed by commercial en¬ 
terprise he relate^, how Messrs 
Spillers, a large British milling 
firm, were spending two and a 
quarter million dolars on > 3 j plant 
which wouVl give employment to 
a large number of men. There 
was every indication that the 
rapid development of the grain 
business at Vancouver would con¬ 
tinue in an increasing (measure 
and without cost to the Canadian 
taxpayer.

would have ta pay the biggest 
percentage of the cost. The same 
arguments, lie continued could be 
used in regard to the Hudson Bay 
scheme, which would be open but 
for four months in the year. 

The Vancouver route, open all 
the year round, was, unhke the 
use and would be developed by 
private enterprize without cost to 
the taxpayer. Its use would ef¬ 
fect a saving of sixteen millions 
of dollars to Canada which is now 
going to American transporters. 

G. M .Beattie, proposer of the 
motion, in rebuttal of the argu¬ 
ments gave a number of figures 
showing that the St Lawrence 
canal scheme would be se ] f-sup- 
porting and revenue-prodlueing. 
It woulld add some 50Q0 miles to 
the coast line of Canada, whilst 
the .western route was at the 
mercy of any enemy country who 
might declare a state of war. He 
adjured his hearers to Stay by the 
eastern route. 


three hives of bees oni many of 
our farm homes. Such a small 
home apiary does not require a 
heavy capital expenditure and 
does not call for a great deal of 
time and labor. It afford.s an 
interesting, outdoor sideline 
which is remunerative. 

Honey is a wholesome food 
which provides a pleasing variety 
in the diet. What is not required 
for home use may be sold as ex¬ 
tracted honey, as honey comb, 
or as “chunk honey” when the 
frames become broken. Aside 
from the revenue gained from the 
sales, frames of early honey may 
be saved until the following 
spring and sold at a good price 
to neighbours importing packet 
bees. It is well to have some such 
frames for these bees until the 
nectar flow begins. There is also 
sale for drawn cotmb and for bees 
In using combs of honey for pac¬ 
kage bees or in the sale of drawn 
combs, great care must be taken 
that such combs do not come from 
diseased colonies. 

A small home apiary may well 
be expected to supply produce 
which can take its place along 
with butter, cream, eggs dressed 
fowl, cured bacon, fruit, garden 
stuff, and flowers, as' comodities 
which command ready sale.

JULY 16 IS DATE 


FOR LIQUOR VOTE 


July 16, 1924 was set as the 
date for taking the plebescite in 
Saskatchewan by the legislative 
assembly sitting in committee of 
the whole yesterday and after a 
batatle of words had been staged, 
it was decided to change the form 
of the first suestion to be submit¬ 
ted to the electorate to read as 
follows: 

“Are you in favor of prohibi¬ 
tion in Saskatchewan?” 

In the original bill, the ques- 
tion was: “Are you in favor of 
the principle of the Saskatche¬ 
wan Temperance Act?” 

Hon. J. A. Cross, attorney-gen¬ 
eral intirnfated in the course of 
the debate that an affirmative 
vote by a majority of the people 
would mean that the present act 
would be continued or a better 
one devised and put into opera¬ 
tion. As originally set, the date 
for taking the plebiscite was July 
21 . 


Saskatchewan politicians may 
catch the public ear with their 
cry for Hudson Bay railroad and 
Ontario' politicians maty wax elo¬ 
quent about the St. Lawrence 
venture, but by reason of its in¬ 
terest quality of “true economy” 
the Western route fails to re¬ 
ceive the Dominion wide atten-;

tillate varieties every fourth row 
should be planted to a bisexual 
variety of the same fruiting sea¬ 
son as the pistillate variety. 

Standard varieties generally 
have a short fruiting season and 
produce one crop a year. Should 
a late frost come along about the 
time they are in bloom, the crop 
for the season will either be con¬ 
siderably reduced or ac complete 
failure. 

The Everbearing varieties, 
however, are different in this re¬ 
spect, and it is a very important 
difference. Should their first 
blooms be destroyed by frost, the 
plants continue to produc blosse 
plants continue to produce blos¬ 
som and fruit continuously from 
the time they are planted to the 
end of September, so that, with 
other conditions righ t it would 
not be unreasonable to expect a 
good ero'p of berries in any ord¬ 
inary season. 

The strawberry succeeds best 
on a moderately heavy, rich and 
thoroughly well drained soil with 
a sunny exposure, sheltered from 
north and west winds. But they 
will do well in any soil which can 
produce a good gorden crop. 

In selecting a place in the gar¬ 
den, choose one where the snow 
lies deep in winter, as it affords 
considerable protection and mois¬ 
ture for the plants. It is better 
to have the ground prepared the 
previous year, but where this can 
not be done, it should be per¬ 
formed as early in the spring as 
conditions will permit by digging 
deep amdadding a liberal supply 
of well rotted manure thoroughly 
mixed and packed firm. 

With a rake or pulverizer 
break up all the lumps and leave 
the surface even and fine, ready 
for setting plants. 

There are several systems of 
planting. The matted row. the 
single hedge row, and the hill 
hill system. Where fruit of large 
size and

Strawbery plants are divided 
into two sexes, male or bisexual 
and female or pistillate. The 
male, or bisexuals, produce blos¬ 
soms having both male and fe¬ 
male organs, are self-pollenizing 
and will produce fruit independ¬ 
ently of the female or pistillate 
varieties.

superior quality is de¬ 
sired for private use. the latter 
is undoubtedly the best. Plants 
ordered from a distant nuresrv 
will sometimes arrive before the 
conditions are suitable for plant¬ 
ing. The package should be open¬ 
ed at once to prevent the plants 
from heating or drying out, and 
should he heeled in until such a 
time as they can be planted out. 
This is done by making a “V”- 
shaped trench deep enough to 
hold the roots without doubling 
them. Soak the roots in water for 
half an hour and then shake them 
out and place thinly in the pre¬ 
pared trench, roots only, keeping 
the crown of the plant just level 
with the ground. Cover the roots 
with a light covering of soil and 
proceed to place another layer of 
plants until they are all heeled 
in, and water thoroughly 
In this way the plants may be 
kept for two or three weeks and 
will begin to make new white 
roots. 

In the hill system the plants 
should be set 12 to 15 inches a- 
part (all runners cut off) and 
the rows from 2 feet to 2 feet 6 
inches apart. For a hedge row. 
-lie plants should be set 3 feet a- 
part and from 3feet 6 inches to 
4 feet between the rows. The 
runners are allowed to fill in the 
spaces between the plants, and

J. R. LOVE ADVOCATES 
PROVINCIAL INCOME TAX 
IN ALBERTA HOUSE 


(Continued from page one) 

based on income now collected, 
he said. 

Mr. Love in the course of his 
address declared that some new 
sources of revenue must be secur¬ 
ed if the province was to carry on 
without a deficit, and if the pre¬ 
sent services were to be continu¬ 
ed. 

Reductions could be made in 
diffrent directions by cutting 
down here and there, but the ul¬ 
timate result would not greatly 
affect the budget from year to 
year. Curtailments had been 
made by the government in the 


operation, of the public services 
during the period from 1921 to 
1923 amounting to $1,000,000 but 
in spite of this fact the increased 
interest charges had wiped out 
all savings and left the province 
with the annual deficit, he de¬ 
clared. 

In 1921 the cost of operating 
the public services was $8,555,- 
000 and had been reduced to $7,- 
688,000 in 1923. 

The land > tax was one of the 
main sources of revenue at the 
present time- but the province 
had reached the stage industrial- 
form of taxation for its-main re¬ 
ly where it could not look to this 
form of taxation for its main re¬ 
venue, he said.

tent where the land was only the 
the baisis of a portion of the in¬ 
dustry of the province, and as a 
result land taxation was no. 
longer an equitable -means of 
raising revenue, it was maintain¬ 
ed. 

“The only logical tax to meet 
requirements is au income tax.” 
Mr. Love declared. “I don’t want 
to see a deficit, and if there is to 
be no reduction in services, there 
must be some sounce of revenue.” 

“The income tax is equitable, 
it results in every individual pay¬ 
ing according to their capacity, 
and nothing could be more just 
than this,” he said. 

Mr. Love contended that the 
province had outgrown the pre¬ 
sent, system of taxation. It had 
served the purpose while the main 
source of revenue was from agri¬ 
culture, hut this time had passed. 

“In Saskatchewan where agri¬ 
culture is practically the only in¬ 
dustry the land tax is still suit¬ 
ably, but in British Columbia and 
Alberta where industrial devel¬ 
opment is making rapid strides, 
conditions are different.,’ he con¬ 
tended. 

In British Columbia forty one 
per cent of the revenue was col¬ 
lected through an income tax, Mr 
Love said. 

Continuing, he stated that the 
cost of collecting the Dominion 
income tax in Saskatchewan had 
been considerably higher than in 
Alberta, indicating that it was 
not suitable for the conditions 
existing there. 

The Cost of collecting $9,000,- 
000 income tax in Alberta was 
$305,000 while the $6,500,000 col¬ 
lected in Saskatchewan had cost 
for collection $700,000 in spite of 
the fact that there is a population 
in the province 170,000 larger 
than in Alberta. 

Mr. Love was opposed to the 


idea of allowing the cities to im¬ 
pose income taxes of any form, 
but suggested that if the prov¬ 
ince decided to impose the tax 
that the cities should be given 
some of the revenue now collect¬ 
ed. The amusement tax which is 
now collected by the province 
might meet the requirements of 
the citie^, he said. 

It was the contention of Mr. 
Love that if the cities imposed an 
income tax that it would be col¬ 
lected from the packing plants. 
Implement dealers and others 
who dealt directly with the farm¬ 
ers, and the ultimate result would 
be that the farmers would have 
to pay the tax.

make a row about a foot wide. 

In setting plants make a hole 
in the ground with a spade,- dib¬ 
ble or trowel, large enough to 
hold the roots without doubling 
them. Take a plant, holding it by 
the crown, shake out, the rots fan 
shape and place them in the hole 
straight down, keeping the crown 
just level with the ground. With 
the dibble or trowel press the 
roots so that no air spaces will 
lie between the rootlets. 

This setting of the strawberry 
is so important that success or 
failure depends in a very great 
measure on the care bestowed on 
this operation. If plants are set 
too deep, or too shallow they will 
die. It is therefore of the utmost 
importance that they be set at 
the proper depth. 

All roots should be below, and 
the crown of the plant just level 
wth the surface of the ground. 

Remove all blossoms and run¬ 
ners. on standard varieties the 
first year. 

Remove the blooms on everbear¬ 
ing varieties until the end of 
June, after which they may be 
allowed to fruit. If planted on 
the hill system all runners should 
be removed. If on the hedge or 
narrow only the strongest run¬ 
ners should be allowed to remain. 

Immediately after setting com¬ 
mence cultivation, not more than 
two or three inches deep, and as 
elose to the plants as practicable. 
Keep the surface loose and free 
from weeds and grass. . Place a 
layer of straw in the rows and be¬ 
tween the-plants which will help 
retain moisture and -also keep the 
fruit off the ground. 

If during a spell of hot dry 
weather, the plants begin to suf¬ 
fer for want of moisture and a 
watering must he resorted to, the 
best plan is to make a hole with 
a post-hole auger or crow-bar be¬ 
tween every two; plants from the 
foot to eighteen inches deep and 
fill with water, preferably in the 
evening. Next day, when the wa¬ 
ter has soaked in; fill in the holes. 

Strawberry plants for all their 
size produce a very large amount 
of fruit and they naturally re¬ 
quire a corresponding amount of 
plant food. Commercial fertiliz¬ 
ers are good and easy of applica¬ 
tion, but a simpler and better 
plan is to make liquid manure by 
taking a pail of fresh manure, 
place in a sack and soak in a bar¬ 
rel of water. In applying, take a 
gallon of liquid manure and di¬ 
lute with six gallons of water and 
apply 1 as advised for watering at 
intervals during the fruiting 
season. 

About the end of September 
the ground should get a god wa¬ 
tering which will put the plants 
in good shape for going into the 
winter, and also reduce chances 
of winter killing. After freeze- 
up /mulch tire strawberry patch 
with about six inches of clean
